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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant has amended claims 1 , 9, added claims 1 3-1 8 in the amendment filed 
on 9/22/2004. 

Claims 1-18 are pending in this Office Action. 

Election/Restrictions

I. Claims 1-4, 9-12, 17-18 are drawn to transforming multidimensional data 
from a database in class 707, subclass 3.

In the instant case, transforming multidimensional database in 
invention I can be used to searching/retrieving the transformed database. Storing 
information at a server in invention II can be used to response to a user query in a 
system having at least one client location and at least one server location. A storage 
area network in invention III can be used to create a storage map of a file for writting the 
data to computer readable medium. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

4. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons:
